When my father bought 
land between Mancelona 
and Gaylord in 1967, I had 
no idea how much it would 
impact my “growing up”. 
Being from the Grand 
Rapids area, as well as 
other “southern” Michigan 
locals, we have always con- 
sidered this our home. It 
just felt like it and still 
does. 

Home and family tend to 
form strong attachment to 
an area that holds certain 
traditions... whether hunt- 
ing, fishing, camping, 
snowmobiling, or what- 
ever. There is one place 
here in northern Michigan 
that has many memories 
for me, as well as many 
others. That place is the 
Alba Sportsman’s Club, 
and their “every Sunday 
except if it’s Christmas” 
pancake breakfast. 

It’s quite a surprise at 
how many people all over 
the state of Michigan (and 
even other states) know 
about the little town of 
Alba and their Sportsman’s 
club breakfast. My dad 
loved telling the story of 
running into several people 
with an Alba Sportsman’s 
club hat while in Lakeland 
Florida. Like old friends 
who never met, they talked 
for hours about the place. 


SO, WHAT IS “THE CLUB”? 


Well, obviously it’s lo- 
cated in Alba (just due 
west). It was started in 
1952. Meetings were held 
in various places until the 
current facility was built. 
A breakfast tradition was 
started soon after as a way 
to raise funds to pay utili- 
ties and other expenses. It 
was initially a “plated 
breakfast”, then became all 
you can eat pancakes, and 
then all you can eat every- 
thing (eggs to order, 
sausage, toast, etc.)...my fa- 
vorite time! Then COVID 
hit and the associated de- 
cline in attendance re- 
sulted in a back to the 
plated breakfast which con- 
tinues to this day (eggs 
made to order, and “how

many pancakes?” made to 
order). They could barely 
scrape by and have been 
struggling ever since. 
There have been price in- 
creases, but it’s worth 
every penny. 

In the good old days, the 
club ran 4 crews, some- 
times more, to offer break- 
fast every Sunday (except 
Christmas) year-round. 
Today, the club is down to 
one crew that cooks break- 
fast the 2nd Sunday of the 
month.

When my parents moved 
to the property, they at- 
tended regularly. One of 
my traditions is still in 
play...I hold what we call

and we pretend like we’re 
18 again. We’re old enough 
now that our sons are com- 
ing up. It’s a “tradition” (as 
we say: it’s not a tradi- 
tion... we just do it every

(Petoskey, MI July 12, 
2023) Tip of the Mitt 
SCORE, the local chapter of 
SCORE International, has 
selected Tillie’s Tafel as the 
2023 Client of the Year. The 
Client of the Year is se- 
lected by the local SCORE 
mentors from the clients 
served in the year prior. 
SCORE offers confidential 
mentoring services at no 
charge for current or 
prospective small business 
owners. 

SCORE Tip of the Mitt 
has been working with Patti 
and Jeff Dewes, owners of 
Tillie’s Tafel, since 2021 
when the Petoskey Regional 
Chamber of Commerce rec- 
ommended SCORE’s serv- 
ices. Here is their story: 

Patti and Jeff had semi- 
retired in 2019 and were 
traveling the country in 
their RV. They ended up in 
northern Michigan early 
spring 2020 when the pan- 
demic hit and decided to 
stay and ride out the pan- 
demic. So what to do to keep 
busy? 

“T have always truly en- 
joyed by grandmother’s cin- 
namon roll that she made 
for all our holidays,” states 
Jeff. “Her recipe has been 
passed down from genera- 
tion to generational for 
more than 100 years. When 
Grandma died in 1975, my 
mother took over that tradi- 
tion. I come from a family 
of all boys, so when my 
mother died in 2016, I de- 
cided to take over that tradi- 
tion.” 

They decided to finda 
farmer’s market in north- 
ern Michigan to sell their 
cinnamon rolls. The market 
in Petoskey accepted their 
application, and on the first 
day they sold 75 rolls in 25 
minutes. Realizing their 
success, they started rent-

Screening for hep- 
atitis C and vaccina- 
tions for hepatitis A

The Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan 
(HDNW) and the Northern 
Michigan Public Health Al- 
liance (NMPHA) are recog- 
nizing World Hepatitis Day 
to help raise awareness 
about viral hepatitis and the 
steps people can take to pre- 
vent and manage the dis- 
ease. HDNW offers vaccines 
for hepatitis A and B and 
free hepatitis C screening 
and testing, including rapid 
antibody hepatitis C testing. 

“Viral hepatitis is a seri- 
ous, preventable public 
health threat that we are

ing a commercial kitchen 
and hired an employee to 
make 218 rolls, which they 
sold out in two hours. Peo- 
ple began asking for rolls 
for weddings, birthday par- 
ties, showers and more and 
the need for a small store- 
front became obvious. 
There was space on 
Mitchell Street, and Tillie’s 
Tafel, named after Jeff's 
grandmother, was born. 
Her name was Matilda, or 
Tillie, and Tafel is the Ger- 
man word for table. 

“In 2021 we sold over 
80,000 gourmet cinnamon 
rolls and in 2022, we sold 
over 93,000 gourmet cinna- 
mon rolls. Patti, and my 
daughter Allie, help man- 
age and run the bakery and 
we are looking forward to 
future expansion. We enjoy

diligently fighting,” says 
Dan Thorell, HDNW Health 
Officer. “It’s important that 
we continue to offer educa- 
tion, screenings, and vacci- 
nations to people. And it’s 
important that people living 
with hepatitis know about 
their condition so they can 
make informed choices 
about their healthcare.” 

There are at least five 
types of viral hepatitis. The 
three most common in the 
United States are hepatitis 
A, hepatitis B, and hepatitis 
C. 

Hepatitis A is easily 
transmitted from person to 
person or contaminated 
food. It causes an acute in- 
fection that usually im- 
proves without treatment 
but can cause severe illness. 

Hepatitis B and hepatitis 
C can be spread through sex 


working with the local 
schools and nonprofits in 
fundraising efforts and 
truly appreciate the resi- 
dents of northern Michigan 
and what they have meant 
to us over the last two 
years,” states Jeff. 

“T think the biggest hur- 
dle we faced was not having 
any food service experience. 
My wife was an interior de- 
signer, and I was an owner 
of a lumber yard. We were 
prepared for the challenges 
of opening a grassroots 
business, but the challenges 
of a food service business 
took us bit by surprise it 
was a big learning curve! 
Our biggest challenge was 
packaging and waste, since 
we make our rolls daily and 
do not sell any day-old prod- 
ucts, we had to find ways to 


calculate proper daily 
yields and avenues for any 
rolls left over at the end of 
the day. Moomers Home- 
made Ice Cream, out of Tra- 
verse City, uses our frozen 
roll pieces to mix with their 
cinnamon ice cream to cre- 
ate Tillie’s Tafel Gourmet 
Cinnamon Roll Ice Cream. 
We also have a local brew- 
ery that takes our day-old 
rolls and uses them to make 
a cinnamon roll IPA. 

“We have faced the same 
hurdles that a lot of small 
businesses have faced over 
the past 2 years with 
staffing, inflation, and mate- 
rial resourcing. But with 
the help of SCORE, we are 
seeing steady growth and 
are constantly moving to- 
ward working more effi- 
ciently daily. The Petoskey

or sharing needles. They 
can cause a chronic infec- 
tion, which can lead to liver 
disease including cancer. 

There is a vaccine to pre- 
vent hepatitis A and B. 
There is not one for hepati- 
tis C. 

Hepatitis symptoms can 
include fever, loss of ap- 
petite, diarrhea, nausea, ab- 
dominal discomfort, 
dark-colored urine, and 
jaundice, according to 
HDNW Medical Director 
Joshua Meyerson. The dis- 
ease can also cause liver in- 
fection and scarring. 

According to the World 
Health Organization (WHO), 
hepatitis is a group of viral 
infections that lead to a 
range of health problems, 
such as liver cirrhosis, liver 
cancer, and liver failure. 
More than 1.4 million deaths 


per year are caused by hepa- 
titis B and C alone. WHO 
has set a goal of ending 
viral hepatitis as a public 
health threat by 2030. Some 
of the key steps people can 
take to prevent hepatitis are 
getting vaccinated, practic- 
ing safe sex, and avoiding 
sharing needles or other 
drug paraphernalia. 

Michigan’s Department 
of Health & Human Serv- 
ices offers low-cost hepatitis 
C treatment through their 
“We Treat Hep C” program.

Gov. Whitmer Signs Bipartisan Legislation Improving Access 
to Food Assistance, Lowering Costs for Michiganders 


Michigan joins 36 
other states in im- 
proving access and 
lowering costs for 
SNAP beneficiaries, 
ensures families 
can get the support 
they need without 
being forced to sell 
their car or empty 
their bank account 


LANSING, Mich. — Gov- 
ernor Gretchen Whitmer 
has signed Senate Bill 35, bi- 
partisan legislation improv- 
ing access to food assistance 
and lowering costs for 
Michiganders by eliminat- 
ing the asset test for SNAP 
benefits. Michigan joins 36 
other states in eliminating 
this burdensome require- 
ment on food assistance, en- 
suring families can get the 
help they need to put food 
on the table without being 
forced to sell their car or 
empty their savings. It will 
give families more financial 
stability and reduce the 
amount of red tape and pa- 
perwork for health depart- 
ment case workers so they 
can focus on helping people. 


“No one should be forced 
to sell their car or empty 
their savings account to 
feed themselves and their 
children,” said Governor 
Whitmer. “Improving ac- 
cess to food assistance is a 
commonsense step already 
taken by 36 other states to 
lower costs for families and 
ensure they can get the ben- 
efits they need. Before this 
bill, Michiganders with 
more than $15,000 in as- 
sets—including the value of 
their vehicle and savings— 
would not qualify for food 
assistance. This forced peo- 
ple who might have been 
laid off or just need a little 
breathing room to make im- 
possible choices to quality 
for SNAP. Food benefits 
must be accessible for 
Michiganders who need 
them without illogical 
tradeoffs. Iam proud to get 
this done and grateful for 
all the organizations, advo- 
cates, and legislators—in- 
cluding Senator 
Irwin—who fought hard to 
make it happen.” 

"Tm glad that we will use 
national eligibility stan- 
dards rather than spending 
state taxpayers' money to 
block residents from the 
help they need to feed them- 


selves and their families,” 
said state Senator Jeff Irwin 
(D-Ann Arbor). “Our safety 
net works better if it can 
catch people before they hit 
the ground; now families 
who face financial difficul- 
ties won’t be required to de- 
plete all their savings and 
risk losing everything be- 
fore they can get food assis- 
tance." 

“The asset test for SNAP 
went against our values as 
Michiganders. Now, instead 
of punishing families who 
have hit a roadblock, we can 
make sure they are able to 
put food on the table as they 
work to regain financial se- 
curity. Eliminating the 
asset test means that kids 
can be strong for school and 
play, and parents can focus 
on the future,” said 
Monique Stanton, President 
& CEO of the Michigan 
League for Public Policy. 
“Tn addition to helping the 
710,500 Michigan house- 
holds that receive SNAP— 
including more than 531,000 
children— eliminating the 
asset test will also help re- 
duce paperwork for the 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
frontline caseworkers. Plus, 
the move will help stimulate 


local economies by ensur- 
ing families have enough 
money to buy food at their 
local grocers. We’re grateful 
to Sen.

Chamber of Commerce in- 
troduced us to SCORE and 
through them we were 
matched with Paul Krecke 
who has been instrumental 
in directing our needs to the 
appropriate source. 
Through the experience of 
the SCORE mentors, we 
were able to comprise a 
solid outlook and platform 
for our business model with 
the understanding of the 
seasonal fluctuations in our 
area. 

“We are currently look- 
ing into franchising our 
model and expanding it 
across the Midwest and 
hopefully across the nation 
soon. To achieve that next 
level, we need to add some 
automation to both our pro- 
duction and delivery 
process of our rolls. We 
have hired an award-win- 
ning pastry consultant out 
of Chicago to help up with 
this process. We have also 
just purchased two state of 
the art bakery vending ma- 
chines that are designed 
with our custom graphics 
and stocked daily with fresh 
gourmet cinnamon rolls 
and sugar cookies. We plan 
on placing these machines 
in airports, hospitals, large 
factories, and colleges all 
around the state. Our end 
goal is to have 20 machines 
placed strategically 
throughout Northern 
Michigan by the end of 
2024. We are also working 
on a frozen take-and-bake 
roll that can be distributed 
across the nation so con- 
sumers can purchase and 
bake in the comfort of their 
own home. Although we 
feel these are all great ways 
to experience a Tillie’s roll, 
there is nothing better than 
the experience of coming 
into our bakery in down- 
town Petoskey, Michigan 


and having a fresh gourmet 
Tillie’s roll right out of our 
oven!,” Jeff enthusiastically 
concludes. 

SCORE Tip of the Mitt 
Chapter Chair, Tracey Dry- 
ovage states, “We like to 
pick a client who has had 
great success in contribut- 
ing to their community. 
Tillie’s Tafel started by sell- 
ing their cinnamon rolls in 
the local farmer’s market 
during the Covid-19 pan- 
demic. Since then, they 
have leased a storefront in 
Downtown Petoskey, where 
they have since expanded 
into a larger space and 
added Moomers Homemade 
Ice Cream. Along with the 
expanded storefront, they 
still support the local farm- 
ers’ markets, along with 
selling and shipping their 
products on-line. We at 
SCORE look forward to a 
long-term relationship with 
Jeff and Patti and Tillie’s 
Tafel - for the life of the 
business.” 

SCORE’s business men- 
tors typically are retired or 
current business owners, 
executives or managers 
who volunteer to share 
their expertise.
